Columbus, Aug. 27.—After adopting 
a state platform and bearing speeches 
by John \V. Davis, Democratic nom­ 
inee for president; James M. Cox, 
Newton D. Baker aud Governor Dona­ 
hey, the Democratic state convention 
adjourned. 
Two outstanding planks in the plat­ 
form were the condemnation of tile 
Ku Klux Kian by name and a pledge 
to resist attempts of the Ohio Bell 
Telephone company to increase tele- 
puone rates iii ohio. 
xiii alleged minority report to avoid 
naming tue kian, presented by Judge 
VV. H. bpt nee ut lisbon, caused a 
near fight when 'loin Not* tor of Cin­ 
cinnati challenged Spence s right to 
speaK for a part or the committee. 
Spence claimed cho resolution 
nad 
been railroaded througn the commit­ 
tee, but he was i uieu out of order 
when he made a motion to avoid nam­ 
ing the kian.

ligious prejudice, or attempts to make 
racial origins or religious beliefs til* 
test of fitness for public office, it does 
violence to the spirit of American in­ 
stitutions and must be condemned by 
all those yho believe as I do in Amer­ 
ican ideals.” 
The 
platform also condemns the 
pre-primary convention plank of the 
Republican platform, 
The governor 
veto of 7t» bills of the general assem­ 
bly 
was approved, particular atten 
tion being called to the fait and Al­ 
paugh bills. 
A demand 
was voiced 
tor strict law enforcement and prose­ 
cution of ail law violators, regardless 
of social, financial or political stand­ 
ing. 
Parteular emphasis was plaqcd 
on prosecution of public officials who 
violate their trust. 
The Democratic 
national platform and John VV. Davis, 
tho Democratic nominee for presi­ 
dent, were lauded and ratified. 
form er Governor Campbell spoke 
briefly as temporary chairman. 
He 
was made permanent chairman with 
the rest of the temporary organiza­ 
tion. 
Governor Vie Donahey was given 
an ovation when introduced by Gov­ 
ernor c amp bell. 
Donahey Hayed the 
legislature and attorney general for 
“embarrassing the governor by block­ 
ing recess appointments.“ 
He 
de­ 
fended his pardon record and men 
tion of his TP vetoes was wildly cheer 
ed. 
The governor accused 
former 
Governor Harry L. Davis, Republican 
nominee, of being the only governor 
in history to abandon the office. This 
was a reference to Davis’ refusal to 
itand for re-election in 1922.

The Democratic candidate referred 
humorously to Coolidge's statement 
regarding the accomplishments of the 
administration in international rela­ 
tions. 
He said that "even the Wash­ 
ington arms conference was of doubt­ 
ful value,”

Davis declared it made military life 
of the peoples impossible 
"Disarms- 
meut,’’ said Davis, “can not be finally 
settled until all the nations of the 
world participate in a conference,”

reference to th** “unmatched adminis­ 
tration of the treasury,”

probably hopes that he will be deliv­ 
ered from his friends.” 
"'N hen we run down the list of sec­ 
retaries of the treasury to look for 
one who may rightfully stand with 
Alexander Hamilton, we will find the 


name of “William Gibbs McAdoo,” said 
Davis. 
Davis questioned Coolidge's 
state­ 
ment that 40 per cent of the foreign 
debt had been liquidated, asserting 
that notes from foreign nations did 
not “liquidate the debt." 
I he Democratic candidate express­ 
ed surprise that Coolidge had the 
temerity to mention the treatment of 
the war veterans in his speech of ac- 
* eptanee, "in the face of Forbes and 
ais associates, public plunder of the 
derails funds. 
This re character- 
zed as a “most dastardly crime." 
Turning aside I rom his attack on 
the Republican administration, Davis 
said that no one tan truthfully ques- 
ion the honesty or integrity of the 
lire sent occupant of the white house. 
But he added that Coolidge had at­ 
tempted to take * undue credit for the 
nvestigntion oi corruption in the gov­ 
ernment.’’ 
He said that the presi­ 
dent’s action was “late, reluctant and 
m important.* 
Favors World Court. 
Davis reaffirmed I,is advocacy for 
American participation in the world 
lourt. 
In spite of the promises of a 
Republican administration. Davis said 
that the world court “had lain like a 
stepchild on the doorstep of the sen­ 
ate with only nil occasional tear from 
a Republican president.” 
Davis 
mildly 
ridiculed Coolidge's 
'common 
sense" 
slogan, 
asserting 
that he had never known an adult or 
one of minor age who did not claim 
to have common sense. 
“The Demo­ 
cratic party, 
Davis said, “demands 
tonimon justice. 
It demands it 
in 
legislation. 
A tariff law that takes 
I rom one man to enrich another is 
nherently unjust and 
must be re­ 
pealed. 
We want common honesty—- 
in thought as. well as in deed. 
We 
will endeavor to select holiest men ■ 
as administrators of the government 
and see that they ii*main honest. 
We 
demand a common courage—the cour­ 
age to say what we believe in and we 
are willing to let the public be the 
judge.” 
Davis closed his address by de­ 
manding courage in the administra­ 
tion of laws. 
He also asserted that 
the Democratic party would have the 
courage to 
restore America to 
its 
leadership in world affairs and not 
tiptoe behind closed doors and peep 
through keyholes " 
When Davis concluded he left the' 
convention hall for the 
state 
fair 
grounds, where he spoke for IO min­ 
utes. 
He pleaded for greater respon­ 
sibility of citizenship and urged all 
Ohio men and women to go to the 
polls in November and register their 
desires for candidates to run their 
government. 
Later the 
Democratic 
nominee left for New York. 
In his speech before the convention 
former Governor Cox said that Davis 
believed in the Ten Commandments, 
particularly that which 
said 
“Thou 
shalt not steal ” 
This, he said, ap­ 
plied to the Republican party. 
Cox 
bitterly denounced 'Vruel senatorial 
conspiracy against the league of na­ 
tions” and predicted the eventual en­ 
trance of the United States into the 
league. 
The mention 
of 
Woodrow 
Wilson s name brought cheers from 
the crowd.

1920. 
Mr. Crowe said the crime was not 
a murder "committed in the hot blood 
of passion," but in cold-blooded cal­ 
culation.” 
“It was net, ’ he added, "a 
murder by a child of the slums, but 
oy scions of oppoituuity, who were, 
muted, intellectual giants. 
W e go according to our philoso­ 
phies of life, your honor. 
Those who 
wish to commit crime, to tear down 
the bulwarks of society, do so bec ause 
ut their philosophies. 
They have the 
power cl choice and that is all there 
is to this crime.” 
The prosecutor turned sarcastic as 
he discussed the private habits of tile 
defendants. 
"Dr. Healy called it a 
childish compact,’ ” said Mr. Crowe. 
"ll hi1 is not ashamed of that state­ 
ment, I am for him. 
Childish? I was 
a man before I h a d heard Of such de­ 
pravity. 
They talk about what law­ 
yers will do for money, but I know no 
lawyer would have gone on the stand I 
and sworn that such practices were

New York.—If a movement now on 
foot among wealthy Jews in Shanghai, 
China, backed by influential support 
in the United States, is successful, 
Jewish colonies in China that have 
been virtually cut off from the West- \ 
em world for more than a thousand j 
years, will again be brought in touch j 
with the main body of their race.

light reveal an amazing story of small 
communities of these exiles clinging 
to their ancient rites and practices 
through generations in the very heart 
of Chinese civilization. 
The present revival is due in large 
part to Adolph S. Oko, librarian of the 
Hebrew Union college of Cincinnati, 
who recently brought from Europe a 
collection of 59 manuscripts contain­ 
ing hymns, prayers and rituals show­ 
ing conclusively the connection be­ 
tween the Jews of ancient and medie­ 
val China and those of the Western 
world. 
These manuscripts, written on pa­ 
per folded into the form of fans, are 
partly in Chinese and partly in an an­ 
cient Jewlsh-Persian dialect, Indicat­ 
ing that they were originally composed 
by emigrants from the long-established 
Hebrew’ settlements in Persia. 
Ac­ 
cording to a writer in the American 
Hebrew they “constitute all the man­ 
uscripts known to have been written 
by Jews living in China.’’ 
They were 
collected during the middle of the 
last century by missionaries sent to 
China by an English society, which 
hoped 
to 
convert 
their owners to 
Christianity. 


Origin of Settlements in Doubt. 
The origin of the Jewish settle­ 
ments 
in 
China, as well as their 
probable date, is a matter of doubt 
among scholars. One theory advanced 
is that a part of the Jewish people 
who were carried into captivity in 
Babylon In the Seventh century, B. C. 
gradually made their way eastward 
Instead 
of 
returning 
to 
.Jerusalem 
when the city w’as restored to them 
by Cyris, king of Persia, in the Sixth 
century B. C. 
There Is little or no 
direct evidence to back this up, al­ 
though In the writings of Isaiah there 
is a reference to the “land of Stalin," 
which is thought by some Old Testa­ 
ment commentators to mean China. If 
this supposition were correct, it would 
indicate that the Jews as far back 
as the Eighth century B. C. knew about 
the Chinese. 
Another theory is that the Jews 
mr de their way in considerable num­ 
bers to China after the destruction of 
Jerusalem by the Emperor Titus In 
70 A. D. 
It is known that very early 
In the Christian era Jews were living 
not only in Persia hut in India. 
The hest testimony- on the subject, 
however, is that of the emigrants them­ 
selves. 
They believed, according to 
their medieval writings and Inscrip­ 
tions, that they settled in China ubout 
the Third century of the present era. 
This 
accords 
with 
other 
evidence 
which historians consider trustworthy. 
The weight of this evidence seems 
to show* that the Jews worked their 
way eastward, sometimes under pres­ 
sure of religious anti racial persecu­ 
tions, such as took place in Persia as 
early as the First century, anti some­ 
times in the role of traders seeking 
new markets. 
The Romans called the 
Chinese by a 
name meaning “silk 
men,” and the Jews of Persia, and, 
perhaps also of the Roman empire, 
were silk merchants at a very early 
date. 
It is thought probable that they 
followed the caravans through Cen­ 
tral Asia, or went by sea to india 
and thence made their way Int.* the 
filk-produclng regions of China. 


Marco Polo Fo-und Them. 
For a time these wanderers prob­ 
ably kept In touch with members of 
their ruee in the Western world. Then, 
as the Occidental Jew’s became scat­ 
tered and the ancient trade routes fell | 
Into partial disuse, they were cut off 
and forgotten. They were not again \ 
brought to the attention of the Occi­ 
dent, so far as is known, until Marco 
Polo found and mentioned them in 
his famous travels toward the end 
of the Thirteenth century. 
Polo said 
that the Tartar emperor. Kuhla Khan 
—a model of religious tolerance— hon- I 
ored the religious festivals not only 
of 
the 
Mohammedans 
and 
Bud­ 
dhists hut also of the Christians and 
the Jews, making no distinction among 
them. 
This Is held to shew that the 
Jews must have been fairly numerous 
and highly esteemed. 
A Chinese Inscription of the year 
14^ bears out this conclusion. “They 
excel in agriculture, in merchandise, In 
magistracies and in warfare and are 
highly esteemed for Integrity, fidelity, 
strict observance of their re­ 
ligion." 
» iiinese-Jewlsh inscription of the 
same date says: “(tar religion carne 
originally from Tien-tchou"—or, it is 
believed by modern scholars, India. 
This is thought to refer to a renewed 
migration of Jews from India which 
may have taken place about the Tenth 
century. 
Th# ancient Chinese name 
for 
these 
newcomers 
was 
“Tin J 


ly the polite Oriental manner of mini 
mizing religious differences among the 
subjects of the empire. 
The next distinct reference to-tho 
Chinese Jews after the account given 
by Marco Polo was that made by the 
Jesuit missionaries in the Seventeenth 
; century. 
The Jews had by this time 
lost all trace of their origin, although 
! they still adhered to the customs and 
observances handed down from father 
i to son for many generations. 
One 
j of them, hearing that the Jesuits 
j taught belief in a single deity, came 
to the Jesuit Father Hied In the be­ 
lief that both were members of the 
same faith. 
The Jesuit missionaries, 
and later those of the Protestant faith, 
attempted to conver* the Chinese Jews 
to Christianity, but apparently without 
success. 
Whether the 
Chinese colonies—lf 
they can still he called that—can be 
rehabilitated is a question of deep in­ 
terest to the numerous members of 
their race all over the world.
